This has 
been kept a secret—whether from political 
or civil policy, we are not apprized ; but it 
is a fact, and one that should not be conceal- 
ed from Congress. 

The accumulation of sediment, whether 
caused by the ebbing and flowing of the 
tide, the freshet$ of the Anacosta, or both, 
such is the rapidity with which the depth of 
the water in the channel is disappearing, 
that it will, ere long, be useless as a ship- 
yard, as a large vessel cannot be flvated 
from it into the Potomac. 

Another reason exists why this canal will 
never be of use, which is, the poverty and 
wrotehidecss of the plyce—nol to saya to- 
tal want of capital or enterprise.

The contractor, it appears, had to ad- 
vance his own means, towards the last, to 
complete the Canal, the Corporation refus- 
ing assistance from alleged poverty; and 
now the Corporation net only refuses to 
pay, but to settle with him. This is the 
last account we liad of this business.

Now it matters not whether this shame- 
ful lavishment of the people’s money is ow- 
ing to knavery, or want of common sense 
in its disposal, the fault originates with Con- 
gress, who had no right to give the money ; 
and there is no doubt but every member 
who voted for this appropriation, violated 
his oath and the Constitution. Indeed Con- 
gress has fallen into a habit, for the last five 
or six years, Of voting away the people’s 
money like water, under the name of pyb- 
lic works, without the least regard to the 
fulfilment of the object for which it was in- 
tended, or holding any one responsible for 
the accomplishment of the performance. 
The contractor is always some favorite with 
the President, and every one knows what 
kind of men they are. For ought Con- 
gress knows or cares, one half or niae- 
tenths, as in the City Canal case just cited, 
may have gone to set up party presses, pay 
travelling agents, or furnish some needy of- 
fice-holder’s house with fine carpets, soffa’s, 
&c. Thus the peoples money, as in the 
pious robberies, is used to enslave them- 
selves. Why does not the people instruct

and made*a great impression, Amirdst the 
degradation brought upon the French nation 
through their represevtatives, by the pas- 
saye of these laws, there is satistaction 
finding the brightest names of her prea ot 
literature onthe side of freedom. M. de 
Lamattine concluded with the utterance o: 
the following impressive remark; the truth 
of which may be cre long fearfully demou- 
atraied: 

**For my own part, I took no share in the 
revolution of July. 1 saw it with sorrow;
